CAMP GRAYLING-One of the common stories in the military is the one about the food 
service officer ordering 1,000 pounds of beef roast and receiving 1,000 cans of pickled arti- 
choke hearts. Today, thanks to the electronic ingenuity of Master Sergeant Gary Oliver of 
the 460th Supply & Service Company, National Guard, of Midland, Michigan, this old story 


has become history. 


About a year ago, Oliver became interested in computers and began working on a prac- 
tical application with food service. He built his own computer with the capability of handling 


64,000 bits of information and storing 300,000 bits. 


The pre-planned 14-day menu needed for reserve component summer camp units is 
placed into the computer, along with the number of personnel to be fed. Almost immediately 
a printout shows the quantities needed and the unit by unit distribution. 

Without any formal training in computers Sergeant Oliver has taken a job that formerly 
took 7 to 14 people working an entire day and reduced it toa one-man job one hour a day. 

Although it took 600 hours to initially program the computer, it was worth the time for 
Oliver, who has the satisfaction of knowing the job is being done efficiently and correctly. 

His support of Ohio’s 16th Iengineer Brigade during summer camp has been excep- 
tional, according to the Brigade S-4 Officer, Major Joseph Liggett.

In last weeks edition the 
county telephone operator

that there are descrepencies 
in the financial reportings 
and costs on the new tele- 
phone system. I for one 
would like to commend Mr. 
Moshier for his efforts, and 
would like to see more of the 
people get invelved in the 
goings on of our local 
governments. Is this what 
happens when someone 
questions (the rulers) where 
our tax dollars are being 
spent???? 

I am sure that the public 
would like to know, and 
should be told the figures 
that Mrs. Bonkowski, and 
the Board of Commissioners 
Are Not Mentioning. 

I have done a short study 
of my own on the month of 
Webruary in the years 1980, 
1981, and 1982. Feb. ‘80 phone 
bill was $1129.56, the phone 
bill for Feb. ‘81 was $1357.33, 
The increase in the 
telephone bill of ‘81 (16.79%) 
was due to telephone com- 
pany rate hikes. This was 
before the installation of the 
new phone system. The big 
difference in phone bills 
shows up after the system 
was installed, As stated the 
Feb ‘81 bill was $1357.33, but 
the Feb. ‘82 bill was $2115.56 
this is a 64.15% increase,

Doodles From 
The Tall Timber 


Wendell Hoover 


I have spent many, many 
hours in the Tall Timber, but 
I am still amazed at the im- 
mensity and beauty of those 
individuat ‘trees which 
collectively make up the 
stand. When I stand near the 
base of a big pine, two things 
come to mind. First, what 
was it like to work in the 
shadow of such giants day in 
and day out with saw and 
axe and, secondly, I have 
speculated upon how many 
such trees were made into 
masts for ships of the line 
when sail was master of the 
seas (surely thousands, 
perhaps even millions). 

Few people realize how the 
need for this Nation’s forest 
products by England con- 
tributed to our revolution. 
Taxation without represen- 
tation was only one factor, 
along with lumber, pitch and 
turpentine, but most of all 
masts were another factor. 
Regular shipments of White 
Pine to English shipyards 
began around 1653. A 120-gun 
ship of the line carried a 
mainmast 40 inches in 
diameter, which was 120 feet 
long, absolutely straight and 
unblemished from top to bot- 
tom. Since masts lost their

resiliency to the wind after a 
few years and were 
damaged in battle, there was 
a constant replacement 
program going on which 
started in the forests of Nor- 
th America. The English put 
a clause in the various 
Colonial Charters reserving 
to the King all White Pine 
trees fit for masting the 
Royal Navy. It was a penal 
offense to cut trees over 12 
inches or more in diameter 
and all lurnber cut from such 
trees was forfeited to the 
King. 

During the years prior to 
the outbreak of war, feelings 
in the Northern Colonies ran 
high against the enforce- 
ment of the laws regarding 
the King’s Pines. The King’s 
officials were tarred and 


_ feathered, beaten, and rid- 


den out of town on rails in 
many instances, For 7 years 
after 1775, not a_ single 
American mast reached 
England and this had a 
definite bearing on English 
Naval weakness during the 
Revolutionary War. In 1778 
the British sailed to meet the 
French fleet bound for 
America, but they ran into a 
terrible storm ~ which 
demasted almost all of the 
English fleet due to the old 


tra xs

stand the wind. For the lack 
of masts, a fleet was lost and 
thus a part of an Empire.
